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Council Discusses Illegal Signs, Parking 


The eyes of the Sierra 
Madre City Council focused 
on city sights Tuesday night. 

Their attention was first 
directed to the many signs 
being placed upon the light 
and telephone poles through¬ 
out the city. 

City Administrator James 
McRea had prepared, at the 
request of Mayor Pro Tern 
Clem Bartolai, a listing and 
summary of the various city 
ordinances dealing with the 
subject of signs. 

McRea recommended no 
new ordinances be enacted. 
Rather, he suggested a com¬ 


munity public awareness pro¬ 
gram be instituted to make 
the citizens aware that the 
placing of signs on utility 
poles is prohibited by the 
existing city law. 

McRea further suggested 
the possibility of the police 
conflcating such signs and 
informing (or attempting to 
inform) the sign owners of 
the applicable ordinance pro¬ 
hibiting the signs. 

Because he felt that an 
awareness program would 
take some time to become ef¬ 
fective. the City Administra¬ 
tor did not recommend mis¬ 


demeanor citations until after 
the program was well estab¬ 
lished. 

Confication of the signs 
by the police drew immedi¬ 
ate objection from Council¬ 
man Tom Edwards who stated 
he did not think the police 
should spend their time 
taking down the signs. 

Next, the council took up 
the matter of autos parked 
on city streets overnight. 

The city’s governing body 
had previously received a re¬ 
commendation from the 
Mayor’s Beautiflcation Com¬ 
mittee to increase the fees for 


permits to park autos in the 
streets overnight. Following 
receipt of that recommenda¬ 
tion Police Chief Bill Betts 
was asked to study the prob¬ 
lem and come in with his 
recommendations. 

Betts agreed with the Beau¬ 
tification committee’s recom¬ 
mendation for an increase in 
such fees. But ^tts recom¬ 
mended the fee by $24 per 
year ($2 per month) rather 
than the committee’s recom¬ 
mended fee of $20 per 
month. 

Betts also advised the coun¬ 
cil of his implementing a 


community awareness pro¬ 
gram regarding enforcement 
of existing parking ordinances 
and of a general tightening 
of the issuance of permits to 
park autos on city streets 
overnight. 

East Highland resident Bill 
Schmidt disagreed with the 
police chiefs recommended 
fee asking that the cost of 
a parking permit be greater 
than $2 per month. 

Schmidt also asked for 
stricter enforcement of exist¬ 
ing ordinances stating, “We’ve 
got to get cars off the street.’’ 

The esthetics of the pro¬ 


posed new roof on the Au¬ 
burn reservoir prompted 
considerable discussion with 
action deferred until the next 
council meeting. 

City Engineer Thomas 
Kirk recommended acceptance 
of a bid from a Torrance 
contractor to install an alum¬ 
inum dome roof on the 
water storage facility. 

The ability of that type of 
roof to reflect the sun’s fays 
until the aluminum becomes 
“extruded” or roughened by 
the weather so that it no 
longer acts as a mirror for 
the sun’s rays, caused the 


council to carry over the mat¬ 
ter to its next meeting pend¬ 
ing a solution to the reflec¬ 
tion problem. 

Mayor Carlyle Griffin sug¬ 
gested spraying the dome 
with an asphalt emulsion. 
The Mayor estimated this 
would cost about $2uu and 
would last for from 3 to 5 
years, and long enough for 
the aluminum to become ex¬ 
truded. 

The Mayor noted that 
painting the roof would not 
be feasible because the paint 
would not adhere to the 
aluminum. 



Mayor Pro Tern Bartolai 
questioned the need to spend 
any money to reduce the re¬ 
flective qualities of the metal 
roof asking, “Why go to all 
this trouble when it will only 
bother maybe, two people?” 

Bartolai’s remark brought 
an immediate response from 
Councilman Charles Corp 
who said, “I’m not willing 
to vote for an eyesore and an 
eyesore is not determined by 
the number of people who 
get sore eyes.” 

With that, the matter was 
continued pending receipt of 
some estimates

Ticket Sales Lagging 
For CPR Machine 


About $1000 worth of tic¬ 
kets— one-fifth the money 
needed— had been received 
by th Sierra Madre Fire De¬ 
partment by presstime for the 
equipment they have pur¬ 
chased. 

Tickets are being sold by 
Sierra Madre volunteer fire¬ 
men for a steak fry Friday, 
Sept. 24 at St. Rita’s Church 
hall. Fire Dept. Capt. Robert 
^)ears is dinner chairman and 
Capt. John Buchan is main 
chef. 

The equipment needed costs 
$3000 and is called a “thum¬ 
per.” It is actually an auto¬ 
matic cardiopulmonary resu¬ 
scitation machine that does 
both the compression and ven¬ 
tilation of CPR. 

A piston compresses the 
chest of a person in full car¬ 


diac arrest (not breathing). 
Ventilation is completed after 
every fifth compression and 
the mechanical process takes 
the place of two humans for 
as long as is necessary on a 
victim. 

The machine will be carried 
in the medical unit and makes 
transporting the victim easier 
without any interruption. Man¬ 
ual CPR has usually been 
started on the victim when 
the ambulance arrives on the 
scene and the machine is put 
into use. 

According to Medical Capt. 
George Maurer, there are 
usually between 14 and 18 
emergency cases yearly in Sier¬ 
ra Madre, all that demand 
CPR. 

Paramedics from Pasadena 
and from the Huntington Hos- 


[xtal were consulted concerning 
the feasibility of Sierra Madre 
having the “thumper” aboard 
the medical vehicle. 

Training is eight hours long 
and will be held at the fire 
station, taught by a company 
representative of the machine. 

The entire membership of 
the Sierra Madre Volunteer 
Fue Dept, voted for full coop¬ 
eration with the medical unit 
to work toward acquisition 
of the machine which should 
arrive in about two months. 

Tickets to the steak fry are 
available at the fire station, 
the Sierra Madre News or 
from any fireman. 

The department urges com¬ 
munity groups to get their 
tables together and buy blocks 
of tickets to the steak fry Fri¬ 
day, Sept. 24.

Constitution Week 


We’ve reed it and reread it. When we were 
in grade schooi we even memorized it. But the 
words are so ciear and so iyricai that we enjoy 
reading it again this year honoring Constitu¬ 
tion Week, USA. 

“We the people of the United States, In cffder 
to form a more perfect union, establish justice, 
ensure domestic tranquility, provide for the com¬ 
mon defence, promote the general welfare, and 
secure the blessings of liberty to ourselves and 
our posterity, do ordain and establish this Con¬ 
stitution of the United States of America.” 

The Preamble of the Constitution of the 
United States, complete with spellings as they 
were then. 

“Article 1, Section 1. All legislative powers 
herein granted shall be vested In a Congress of 
the United States, which shall consist of a Senate 
and House of Representatives...” 

Delaware was the first of the original 13 
states to ratify, Dec. 7, 1787, but Pennsylvania 
was a quick second, Dec. 12, and New Jersey 
a quick third, Dec. 18,1787. 

Then the following year Georgia, Connecti¬ 
cut, Massachusetts, Maryland, South Carolina, 
New Hampshire, Virginia, New York, North Caro¬ 
lina and Rhode Island. Vermont, by convention, 
ratified Jan. 10,1791 and Congress admitted that 
state into the Union Feb. 18,1791. That was only 
the beginning of the United States of America 
as we know it now.

Next week which has been proclaimed 
Constitution Week we also have cause to pause 
a moment to think about 1982 being the 200th 
anniversary of the bald eagle as the centerpiece 
in the seal of the United States. The seal was 
adopted by the second Continental Congress 
on June 20,1782. 

Two hundred years later, 1982, the eagle 
is protected by federal law from birth and beyond 
the grave. 

Killing a bald eagle is punishable to up to

modt states. In Minnesota, Wisconsin, Michigan, 
Washington and Oregon it Is listed as “threat¬ 
ened.” In the 49th state, Alaska, bald eagles are 
plentiful, in the 50th, they are non-existent. 

John Keats imagined the Spanish Cortez 
staring “with eagle eyes” at the vast Pacific. 
Charles Lindbergh was known as the “Lone 
Eagle,” when In 1927 he became the first man to 
fly the Atlantic alone. The Biblical Book of Pro¬ 
verbs also describes “the way of an eagle in the 
air.”

History of emergency Siena Madre medicai seniice

Your 
help is needed. 

With the recent appeal of the Volunteer 
Fire Department’s Emergency Medical Unit 
for funds for a “Thumper” (automatic cardio¬ 
pulmonary machine) we throught it might be 
appropriate to do a short recap on the history 
of emergency medical service in Sierra Madre. 

For many, many years the fire depart¬ 
ment provided emergency medical se'^tice to 
the local area and converted an old touring 
car into an emergency vehicle. It was mildly 
crude but effective. This was kept in service 
up until the early World War II years when the 
manpower situation for the local fire depart¬ 
ment became critically short, with many of the 
firefighters entering the service. Out of neces¬ 
sity, the resuscitators and other equipment was 
turned over to the police department and 
the task of emergency care fell on the police. 
Again it was somewhat crude, such as times 
when emergency transport was necessary they 
had to call in a privarte ambulance serv¬ 
ice from Monrovia to accomplish the task. It 
had many shortcomings. 

About 10 years ago the then fire chief 
Charles Brown enlisted two of his volunteers 
In the Emeregency Medical Technician pro¬ 
gram at PCC with the thought in mind that 
they would be beneficial in case of Injuries to 
firemen. However, when It was noted the depth 
of the training It was suggested that the emer¬ 
gency medical service offered by the police 
department. Additional equipment was do¬ 
nated and purchased and a much improved 
service was being offered. With the approval

In case 
of severe trauma the equipment could be 
moved out quickly and the patient could be 
transported to a medical facility without wait¬ 
ing the eight to 10 minutes for the private 
ambulance service. 

In 1976 the local Kiwanis Club decided 
it was time to obtain a more suitable vehicle 
and a drive was started to raise the $16,785 
needed for the purchase of a high-top van. In 
a matter of less than 10 weeks $22,000 was 
raised and the vehicle was put into service in 
August of that year. In the meantime several 
more members of the fire department were re¬ 
ceiving the required training to expand the 
program. At first private ambulance service 
was still being utilized in all but the most 
serious trauma. After further evaluation It was 
then decided that it was time to take over the 
complete task and full service was then avail¬ 
able. 

Thousands and thousands of dollars worth 
of equipment has been brought into use over 
the ensuing years as emergency care In the 
field was becoming an advanced science. 
Much of the equipment has been donated by 
local residents and purchased with donated 
funds. Looking toward the day when It will be 
necessary to replace the ambulance It was 
decided that letters would be sent to those 
persons who are transported to the hospital 
requesting a donation to be placed in the ambu¬ 
lance replacement fund so that a drive would 
not be necessary. 

Last month the emergency medical team, 
after thorough investigation with nearby para¬ 
medics and hospitals decided another piece 
of equipment was needed. This is an auto¬ 
matic cardiopulmonary machine called a 
“Thumper” that will provide compressions and 
ventilations after the victim has been properly 
hyperextended.

At back-to-school time, or anytime, there is 
no doubt that the founding of Sierra Madre City 
College, in all its T-shirtcd glory, has been an 
uplifting factor in our community. But as a 


point of interest, this is not the first college to bear 
the name Sierra Madre. 

In tha early annals of Pasadena there was 
also a Sierra Madre College. It opened its doors 
September 17, 1888. This Pasadena college — like 
our City of Sierra Madre — took its name from our 
surrounding mountains. But, alas, this early seat 
of learning, which was such a cultural step 
forward for the village of Pasadena those 94 years 
ago, was short lived. 

At first the founders were fortunate since they 
did not have to build. They acquired a building and 
campus of six acres valued at S4000 for only 
$1000. This building was formerly part of the 
school district located on Columbia Street. 

The creating of a separate city of South 
Pasadena out of Pasadena had caused an 
overestimate in enrollment for Pasadena. Also, the 
school was placed too far south to be a 
convenient location. 

But the good fortune ended there. Opening day 
ceremonies were bogged down with an appalling 
program of 32 musical numbers and 19 speeches, 
some of which by a saving grace were short. 

However, from the first, the college was not 
profitable and by the end of the second year 
was in a deplorable financial state and had to close. 

Nevertheless, the Sierra Madre College 
indirectly benefited Pasadena since it invited 
Professor Charles F. Holder from the east to come 
here to teach. Dr. Holder stayed on after the college 
closed abd became a valuable citizen associated 
with many community achievements. Notably, he 
became a prime mover for starting the Tournament 
of Roses which developed from a village festival 
in 1889 into the greatest annual parade in the world. 

Our own Sierra Madre City College hopefully 
will enjoy a long life. The prospect is good 
because it surely is not hampered with such problems 
as building and finances. It may also be debatable 
which of these Sierra Madre colleges held the 
torch of learning higher. 

But of one thing we can be certain: when it 
comes to parades, nothing can hold a candle lo 
our own Sierra Madre City College.

Non-wool sportscoats and women’s skirts and 
slacks are in the two-year category. Women should 
expect casual dresses to last just one year. 

The expected wear lives are outlined in the 
National Fair Claims Guide for Consumer Textile 
Products, compiled by textile firms, retailers, dry- 
cleaners, launderers, insurance adjusters, and Better 
Business Bureaus. 

Reasons for this short life span are numerous. 
Staining, sunlight, atmospheric fumes, fashion 
changes, abrasions, and dirt (which weakens the 
material by cutting individual fibers) are constant 
dangers.
